State law requires that persons and partnerships transact­ 
ing business under a fictitious firm name   and most 
businesses are   must file a certificate stating the full 
name and place of residence of each person and the mem­ 
bership of any partnerships.

' .-t'rous firm name who have neglected to publish and file 
the required certificate ore not protected by law and are 
not entitled to maintain suits for collection or for other 
purposes in the courts of the State of California.
